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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 119(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No2000- 
312033 filed on 10/12/2000. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 recites the 
limitations "the cylinder block"," the motor stator "this motor case. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schiebbold US patent 5,773,903.in view of Heuer US patent 4,451 ,750 
Schiebbold'903 disclosed a motor having a cylinder block of an engine(6.Fig.1) and a 
crank shaft ( 8a. column 2, line 57) for the purpose of operating a hybrid vehicle. 
Schiebbold'903 fails to teach an electric motor having a wiring connection device, with 
cylindrical-shape motor' case mounted on the cylinder block of the motor stator of an 
electric motor with a terminal box. 
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Heuer 4 750. discloses an electric motor having a wiring connection device, wherein a 
substantially cylindrical-shape motor' case(1 , Fig.1) is mounted on the cylinder block of 
a motor stator of an electric motor having a terminal box (6, column 3,line 6,Fig.1), 
having substantially the shape of a square cylinder and with vertical walls standing 
integrally (Fig.1) , and having an aperture portion directed in the outward radial direction 
is formed on the outer periphery of the case periphery wall of said motor case a motor- 
side through hole( opening .column 2, line 60 ,Fig!) , directed in the outward radial 
direction and which communicates inside and outside of said motor case is formed in 
the case periphery wall enclosed by said vertical walls (Fig.1),a motor side connection 
terminal is mounted on motor-side coil wire drawn out from said motor stator(12,leads 
wire, column 2,line 62) the motor-side connection terminal is embedded and held by 
molding within said motor-side through hole (Fig. 1) and said motor-side through hole is 
sealed by means of this molding ( gasket 19, column 3, line 23),wherein the inner 
surfaces of the vertical walls of said terminal box are covered with molding ( 20, as 
shown in Fig.1), wherein respective motor-side connection terminals are attached to a 
plurality of motor-side coil wires ( 12, winding connection wires , Fig.1) is embedded and 
retained in the motor-side through hole ( opening where the winding wire are located , 
column 2 ,line 60, Fig. 1) ,a motor wire insertion hole, into which the motor-side coil wire 
is inserted is formed in said coil wire retaining portion, directed in the axial 
direction(Fig.l), a connection screw hole in which is screwed the connection bolt of said 
motor-side connecting portion is formed (Fig.1 the screw on terminal strip 13, column 
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3,line 16) , directed in the axial direction (Fig.1.) wherein said cable-side connection 
terminal is constituted by a base-side cable retaining portion ( 13, column3, line 16 ). 
Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to combine Schiebbold'903 motor with a wiring connection 
device, with a cylindrical-shape motor case is mounted on the cylinder block of a motor 
stator of an electric motor having a terminal box , having the shape of a square cylinder 
with a vertical walls , and having an aperture portion directed in the outward radial 
direction formed on the outer periphery of the case as taught by Heuer '750 for the 
purpose of operating a hybrid vehicle. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 7 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
